500 to 750 men, which 
had seized one end of the Hook, 
killing an estimated 300 Reds.

By nightfall the Marines had re- 


raptured all but two or three out- 
posts guarding the Hook.

and ALFRED DEAN SLACK were atomic spies who 
helped supply Russia with vital A-bomb secrets. The 
Rosenbergs were convicted and are under death sentence. 
The others were given prison terms up to 30 years.

To Stand the Test of Time 


Nothing wpuld make this column 


more popular than to announce 
that the writer had the answer to 
the common cold, and that by fol- 
lowing some simple directions or 
taking some easy remedy, readers 
could count on avoiding this annoy- 
ing affliction in the future. 


Perhaps the time to make such 


a happy statement will come, but 
at present I shall have to remain 
in the doghouse. 


Scarcely a year goes by without 


the announcement of at least one 
new "wonder" cure for colds. Nat- 
urallyV we are all so eager to find 
some way of getting rid of this 
miserable disorder that we are 
eager to believe the claims made 
for practically anything. 


In spite of the enonrto.ua number 


of "cold cures" on the market, the 
statement that "no substance or 
combination of substances avail- 
able at the present can be relied 
on to prevent or cure the common 
cold" still holds true.' 


In the face of this "scientific" 


view, nose drops, inhalants, liquid 
and solid medicines, gargles, spe- 
cial diets, lemon cures, and a 
thousand and one other treatments 
will be used all winter. 


Perhaps something really good 


will be found at any time. Any- 
one, 
however, who has lived 


through the past few years will be 
somewhat skeptical about any new 
"discovery" until it has been tried 
and tried again. 


The supply of moisture to the 


nose and throat by means of steam 
inhalations Is probably of some 
help during the early—and I mean 
early—stage of a cold. 


Alcohol (taken internally) re- 


mains a favorite with some, but 
there is considerable doubt as to 
whether It really helps the cold 
or merely makes It easier to for- 
get. 


Cathartics or laxatives are 


hardly desirable unless needed for 
other reasons, and If used to ex- 
tremes these may cause too much 
loss of fluids from the body. 


VACCINES COME UP AGAIN 


In the last year or so vaccines 


for colds—given either by InjecUon 
or by mouth—have been suggested 
again. But the fact remains that 
careful studies of such methods of 
cold prevention have been far from 
convincing. 


The only thing which has really 


stood the test of time so far is 
rest in bed. In all probability if 
everyone went to bed at the first 
sign of a cold and used steam in- 
halations, their colds would not 
last so long. Such action would also 
cease to expose others to their 
colds and therefore cut down on 
the numbers of them going around. 


This is easy to say, but few peo- 


ple try It.

When the Metropolitan Cham 


pionshlps begin this weekend in 
New York, Bobby McPherran will 
be on hand to defend the open 
chair championship that he won 
last year with Helen Sobel as his 
partner. 


McPherran first became promi 


nent in bridge circles Just over 15 
years ago when he and his partner 
—"a pair of fresh teen-age kids"— 
won a Philadelphia championship 
from a field that sparkled with 
maturer stars. The other "fresh 
kid" was Johnny Crawford. 


Bobby doesn't have so m u c h 


time to play bridge these days, but 
he is still a threat to win any tour- 
nament he enters. If you'd like to 
match wits with him, try playing 
the South cards of the hand shown 
today.and see if you can do as well 
as McPherran did. 


I'm sure that everybody begins 


with the correct play—a low club 
from the dummy. It would be very 
foolish to put up dummy's king, 
since West wouldn't dream of lead- 
ing the queen of clubs if he also 
held the ace of that suit. 


East could have been a hero by 


taking the ace of clubs anyaway, 
and returning a spade. When the 
hand was actually played, East 
didn't even dream of this stunt, 
nor is it likely that anybody would 
do so in actual play. Declarer ruff- 
ed the next club. 


McPherran's next maneuver was 


to try for a heart ruff in the dum- 
my. For this purpose he cashed 
the ace of hearts and then made 
the key p!ay of the hand. If you're 
going to match his play, now is the 
time to think and think hard. 


McPherran came up with the 


right answer by leading the queen

NEW YORK-tfJ-A former army 


staff sergeant in the Pacific went 
on trial for his life today, accused 
of treason in a weird kowtow to 
the wartime Japanese. 


Federal Judge Gregory F. Noo- 


nan directed both parties to begin 
picking a jury to try John David 
Provoo. an honorably discharged 
veteran. 


Provoo. now 36, was indicted al- 


most three years ago on 12 charges 
of treason, including one- allega- 
tion that he caused the Japanese 
to execute a U. S. army captain 
in a war prisoner camp. 


Conviction on the charges would 


carry a possible death penalty. 


Other counts in the indictment 


allege Provoo gave the Japanese 
information about American war 
prisoners, causing them to be bru- 
tally treated by the Japanese. 


The prosecution, says Provoo 


helped the Japanese after he was 
captured by them on Corregidor in 
1942. 
He allegedly went over to 


Japan's side and shaved his head 
and dressed as a Buddhist priest.

Of Divorces 


WASHINGTON (A—A court case* 


was begun here today which may 
have far-reaching effects on tax 
claims against married couples 
who secure a divorce. 


It Involves a 15,479 claim «g«<n«t 


Marriner S. Eccles, one-time chair* 
man of the Federal Reserve Board. 
An attorney for Eccles filed a 
statement of facts with the U. 8. 
Tax Court and advised it that Ec- 
cles would stand, on Utah's dlvorcej 
law to fight the claim. 
^ 


Here is the background: 
A Utah court granted Mrs. Ec- 


cles an interlocutory divorce de- 
cree on Aug. 2, 1949. The decree 
did not become final until Febru- 
ary, 1950. 


Eccles contends that he and the 


former Mrs. Eccles were entitled 
to file a joint income tax return 
for the full 1949 year since the* 
divorce decree did not becomA 
final until 1950. 
'His attorney, Randolph 'Paul, 
told the tax court that Utah law 
provides that until a divorce de- 
cree is made final, neither party 
is free to remarry, the separated 
wife has full inheritance rights, 
and other rights and obligations of 
marriage continue. 


The $5,479 that the Bureau of In- 


ternal Revenue is demanding from 
Eccles is the difference betweenf 
what Eccles would have paid on 
an individual return and on a Joint 
return for 1949. 


The revenue bureau argues that 


for tax purposes the divorce was 
final when the first decree- was 
granted. 


If Eccles wins his case, the prin- 


ciple could be expected to apply 
also in states other-than Utah 
where divorce decrees are made 
final sometime after the first de-f 
cree is granted.

In a Political Year the Cause 
Of Ulcers Is Interesting Topic 


Ulcers of the stomach are quite 


a common development, but inter- 
estingly enough the majority of 
ulcers do not occur in the stomach 
at all, but in the first part of the 
small intestine, -known as the duo- 
denum, the Educational Committee 
of the Illinois State Medical. Society 
points out. Thus duodenal ulcers 
form the vast group of the so- 
called "stomach ulcers." 


An'ulcer appears like a clean-cut 


or pinched-out hole in the lining 
of the stomach or the duodenum. 
Just why - ulcers occur is not 
known. Many theories have been 
explored, but the most accepted 
one points to some interference in 
the digestive process. 


The stomach secretes substances 


which help to digest food/Included 
among these substances are an 
acid called hydrochloric and a sub 
stance called pepsin. Pepsin is in 
'volved with the digestion of a 
group of foodstuffs of which meat 
is a principal item. It is believed 
that the acid and probably the pep- 
sin, 
in some chemical process, 


cause the ulcer. 


Factors Unclear 


Since these two substances are 


normally present in the body, Jttst 
why the ulcers occur in some per- 
sons and not in others is not 
known. Emotional and 
mental 


strain, anxiety, and tension are all 
considered factors, but the exact 
underlying* cause for the loss of 
the stomach's protection against 
digestion by its own juices is not 
known. 


An ulcer may develop at almost 


any age from infancy to old age, 
but the greatest incidence of ulcers 
is between the ages of 20 and CO 
and in men more than women. 
Most ulcers seem to occur and 
recur in the spring and fall, giving 
the victim little cause for com 
plaint in the summer months. 


Symptoms vary in the ulcer vic- 


tim, 
but the most characteristic 


one is the acute abdominal dis- 
tress, which takes the form of a 
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gnawing, burning or aching pain. 
The distress disappears almost im- 
mediately after a meal, but re- 
turns after two or three hours 
when the stomach is empty. Very 
often the distress will last for 
from several days to several weeks 
and then disappear completely, 
only to recur again after perhaps 
a similar interval of time. 


Vomiting; Relive* 


Vomiting is associated with ul- 


cers. Very often this relieves the 
sufferer because, it is thought, the 
offending acids are eliminated. 
Frequently the patient will vomit 
blood, particularly if the ulcer has

Wycliffe Gave English First 
Complete Translation in 1380

Every generation yearns for the 


word of God in its own language. 
That is why we must have from 
time to time new translations of 
the Bible. 


Every man with any feeling for 


wprda appreciates the beauty of 
the King James Version of the 
7ible. But not every persons knows 


% that it was a revision of transla- 


tions by Wycliffe, Coverdale. Tyn- 
dale, the Geneva Translation and 
others who have made earlier pres- 


' 
entations of the Bible in English. 


Nor does everybody know the 


great political and intellectual bat- 
tle involved in translating the Bible 
from Hebrew, Latin and Greek into 
English. Unless we nave made a 
special study we may not realize 
how English words actually change 


W their meaning over a period of 200 


or 300 years. For instance, the pre- 
face of the New Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible just off the 
press tells us that the King James 
Version uses the word "let" in the 
sense of "hinder," "prevent" to 
mean "precede," "allow" in the 
sense of "approve," "allege" for 
"prove" and "take no thought" 
for "be not anxious." 


The change in meaning of Eng- 


JQ lish words makes a new translation 


necessary if we want to know what 
the Bible really says and what the 
King James translators intended 
for it to say in English. 
' 


Another reason for a new trans- 


lation is this: 


The panel of some 40 men who 


made the King James Version in 
1611 had only eight important 
Greek manuscripts as a basis for 


~ their translation. The 32 men auth- 
ft orlzed by the International Council 


of Religious Education to m«ke the 


. Revised Standard Version had over 
s 4,000 important manuscripts, in- 


cluding the amazing Hebrew manu- 
script, discovered during the past 
five years. 


There is no doubt, then, that the 


present translation is the most ac- 
curate ever made. 


Some have asked: 
. •* "i» the new translation as beau- 
^ ttful as the old?" 


That is debatable. However, it is 


not really' the right question to ask. 
The right question is this: 


"Is the new version easier to un- 


derstand and will more people 
read it, especially the young?" 


The answer is definitely "yes." 


Others ask if the new version 
changes any fundamental Christian 
teachings? The answer is just as 


^ ^ positive—"no." 
9 
If we had lived in 1380 when Wy- 


cliffe finished the first complete 
translation of the New Testament 
into English, we might have com- 
plained that it was not as beautiful 
as the stately Latin of the Vulgate 
made by Jerome in 382 A.D. And 


- ,1 do, not doubt that we would have 


been right. 


However, Wycliffe was not seek- 


ing a beautiful book as such. He

was trying to create a book that 
the common people could under- 
stand. Only a few scholars read 
Latin even in the 14th century. 
Consider the 
word "Vulgate." 


which is the name of the official 
Roman Catholic Bible. 


It is called "Vulgate" because 


Jerome was commissioned by Pope 
Damascus to study all known Latin 
and Greek manuscripts and to pre- 
pare an authorized version in the 
Vulgar, or popular Latin spoken by 
the people of Italy in the fourth 
century. 


He did a grand job. Augustine 


and his 40 monks brought a copy 
to England in 597 A.D. The Pope 
had sent them as missionaries. 
Well did England repay Rome for 
sending the Bible. The best copy 
of the Vulgate now extant is the 
one given to the Pope in 716 A. D. 
by Abbott Coelfrid of England. • 


While' the Anglo-Saxons were il- 


literate they were content with the 
spoken word of their religious 
teachers. When learning increased, 
the people yearned for the Book in 
their own language. 


This Wycliffe gave them about the 


year 1380 A. D. King Alfred, Bede, 
Caedmon and others had given the 
people portions of the Bible, but 
Wycliffe gave the people the first 
complete New Testament in Eng- 
lish. Printing had not been discov- 
ered in Europe as yet. However, at 
least ISO copies of Wycliffe's trans- 
lation can be found in the great 
libraries of the world. 


Wycliffe had to fight for the op- 


portunity to give the people a Bible 
in English. Politics and religioti 
were so interwoven in those days 
that many leaders considered it 
dangerous for people to read the 
Bible. Three times Wycliffe was 
brought to trial; three times he 
escaped real punishment. 


While saying mass at his church 


in Lutterworth on Dec. 28,1384, he 
was stricken with palsy. On New 
Year's eve he died. His death was" 
a. blessing, for he had been sum- 
moned to Rome for further trial. 
He would probably have met a 
martyr's death had he gone there. 


We do not know enough about 


him for a full biography. However, 
we do know that he was trained at 
Oxford, became master of Balliol

The first complete New Testa- 


ment translated from the Greek 
and printed in English was made 
by William Tyndaie in 1626. We 
shall tell you his story next.
